After a 
period of wrestling with some intellectual 
problem that refuses to formulate itself 
for us in a tangible, attackable shape, it 
is refreshing to turn to something whose

chance. 

Small gatne.s of the higher order, 
shess, bridge, and so on, present a chal- 
jenge to the i;itellect which can tempor- 
arily at least absorb the mind without 
bringini^ on any emotional reverbera- 
tions. They face us with a tangible situa- 
tion that allows u." to concentrate our 
powers on a definite, attainable object, 
the winning or losing of which is entirely 
between us and the othei: fellow. There 
are none of the complicatiug side-issues 
which make any problem in real life so 
disturbing. 

Chri.stmag brings an overflow of these 
small games; which i.s a Kood thing, Ije- 
jaURfl pO^r a .suDcrfluity of such pleasant 
trivialities it will leave ua ready to ninke a 
renewed attack on our systejin for «etting

i with which the theatre sadly synchronlsod; there was i 
a sviddpii lift In the olotulu with Ihe iirrlval of tin- 
lîaniToi't', who 'tool; over' theatrical nianaRcmen*. I 
with n definite policy In mind ... to make at leaat 
of their own theatre a mirror nt life. To Increase 
and suKlnin the iltgnlty of Iheir profewlon was the 
"mot d'ordro" of the HaiUToftti, iind their mnnnge- 
mcnt unqticstlon,-\lily constituted o new era In the 
development of the English stage. 

What is of particular Interest lo tis Is the man- 
ner hi which 'the author «ieals witli the actors. Wo 
are charmed by tho deltghthil Intimacy with which 
he discusses Incidents hi the lives of .aucti celobrllloa 
a.s Bernhardt, Irving. Olelgud, and others. Wn can, 
appreciate Sarah's ■whispers, Sarah's Restures, In 
"Rotne Vaincue"; we see her EngllHh public sur- 
.-enierlng to lier Indefinable charm, her tntrlgtilng 
personality, her unfamiliar Kanguage. Young actors 
will bo encouraged when they read of th« nervous 
<tniln that even Dernhanlt under^-ent before a first 
night. 

W*e follow the Polish ïludjeska in her favorite 
"Mary Stuart"; she livwl Ihe part and In reading 
some of the more \\vUl passages here, wo feel we 
can understand Iior yticccss. "Tlic more I give, tho 
more 1 have", was the motto which guided he 
thro\ir,hout her c.-uccr. .She thrilled American audl- 
oiices to tho last, yet to her credit, when she first 
felt herself falling, site retired froni the stage. Irv- 
ing holds a very high place in the estimation of the 
author. "Take him for all In aU", he says of him, 
"and one never saw his like in this London of ours." 
He is .ilso an admirer of Madge Kendall's work: — 
"Every chord of feminine feeling was touched with 
surencss, but, with Infinite dclicaci-"; and he fur- 
thcr remarks:— "No crIUc could deny that she was 
the mo-it absolute mistress of her art who, during 
acarly three generations, lias faced the footlights in 
England". He pays an equally high tribute to Ellen 
Terr^•, when he says of her: — "One thing at least Is 
true; no actress was ever so beloyed by her public ns 
E'dcn Terry." And we feel that he, it anyone, la ■ 
competent judge of the merits of these persons, for 
he knew them well. 

Besides the short sketches of the Individual ac- 
tors, the author also deals with subjects of a more 
general' nature, including that -of "Beautiful Women" 
on the Stage, mentioning Gladys Cooper, among 
others, whom he considers an accomplished actress, 
although "only to the close observer". Again, he 
treats of "Burlesque and Musical Comedy", beginnlns 
with examples of tho crude vaudeville of ISOI, and 
its development Into more refined musical comedies 
of war time, at which point the "revue" replaced it 
as the favorite after-dinner show. 

A complete chapter of the book Is donated to 

"PiBj-wrlghls of Today", In which Sir George Arthur i 
traces the influences of the various playwriehts of 
lur time. He speaks of llie Stiaw and Galsworthy of 
101'.'^ as compared with the Barri» and Lonsdale of 
lOSô, He feels that we now miss established profes- 
sional plaj-wrights, who give us a regular output 
of plays. It is rarely, nowadays, that the mere name 
of an author is sufficient to fill a house. More than 
ever does Sir George deplore th« fuel tliat some of ' 
our most promising pUt^'wrights go to Hollywood to { 
write scenarios; and not only the playwright* • • >! 
the actors themselves leave the Old Country . . . but 
we will deal with that later. -Arthur's final com- 
plaint is that "There is still to arise the novelist 
wiiose adaption will 'get across'; and there is stlli to 
arise the playwright whose play, whether in book 
form or not, will bear reading as well as playing". 

We are amazed at the scope of this book. The 
author docs not stop here; he discusses the import- 
ance of critics, dIcUon, discipline; of war-plays and 
their Influence, of the pros and conu of actor-mana- 
gers ... In fact everything that pertains to theatre 
life; he deals at g^ieat kngtli with the idea of Realism 
on the stage, as oppoKed to theatrical acting. Under 
the category of realistic actors ho places John Olel- 
HJd. "He alone among contemporary actors, Inspires 
an enthusiasm and interest comparable to that of 
Irving; there Is, In his performances, thai "je ne 
sals quoi" which Is acting; not ranting; not merely 
firewoiks . . . that Koinething wlilch 'ne'er o'erateps 
the bounds of nature'." 

The theme Is concluded with an answer to the 
vital question: "Will the theatre give way to tlie 
Cinema"; We muBt remember the very peculiar for- 
iijii<;.s of the theatre. How are we to understand the 
rapidly alternating theatrical tastea of the public? 
The stage Im's a dangerous rival In the Cinema, with 
its jtvcHH agcntK and faiitahtic i>ularl«s; moreover, it 
l8 cheap, convenient, and «.alers to all tastes. What 
weapon, tlien, doe» the theatre possess lo offset these 
advantages? ijir George Arthur replies vehemently 
that the tli^tre will always hold Its own because "it 
Is reaJ; the stage docs really enact 'anew Ihe drama 
every time. The Cinema is, and always will be, 
Kecond-liand material." . ^ 

Certainly there Is no one more capable of handl- 
ing the theme of Reminiscences of the Stage from 
Phelps to Olelgud than in 8ir George Arthur. .lohn 
Gielgud himself bears witneHs to this, when he says 
in Ills introduction to the book; "I wondered for a 
moment if your book would be so fascinating to 
others unconnected with the theatre om It Is to me, 
Fortunately you arc a member of ihe audience 
yourself, — and I can only conclude that there ure 
many like you to wliutii the theatre is a continual 
pastime and enthuslotini,— ond who bring to the thea- 
tre — a courteous interest In the changes and chances 
of our profession, allied to a real appreciation of 
the quality of playa and their performance. To 
these your book cannot fall to he of absorbing in- 
terest and a wonderful record of a great epocii In the 
theatre; and every actor will love to read it, for 
from the actor'a point of view, you are (lie ideal play- 
goer." 

And that is wherein lies the charm of this book; 
Sir George Arthur has seen these great actors, has 
witnessed their performances night after night; In 
iiort. he has on inlinuite Icnowlcdgc and apprecia- 
tion of their respective techniques. Ho nuikcn tho 
iti.iors live for us, in «Iving un gllmiiscs of a world 
tliat never ceases to facclnale us. In nhurt, a nioiit 
inlerestiug theme, deliglilfully handled.
